.-ult  of  chemical  examination  and  37  were  unsatisfactory  as  a  result  of

The  wewer s  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Parish  of 
Jolwall  were  maintained  in  good  order  throughout  the  year.  Seventy  new  drains  were 
constructed  in  connection  with  dwelling  houses  and  11  existing  drains  were  improved. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Department  secured  the  conversion  of  4  privies  to  pail 
closets  and  2  privies  were  replaced  by  water  closets. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area: 


The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.E.E.  Jordan,  continued  to  discharge 
his  duties  throughout  the  year  with  efficiency  and  tact.  Mr.  E.  G.  Watkins  was  called 
to  the  colours  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and.  as  a  result,  the  inspection  of  the 
District,  during  the  period  under  review  decreased.  The  loss  of  his  services  was 
felt  most  during  September,  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  hop-picker's  camps.

Whilst  32  of  these  premises  were  inspected  during  the 
season  -  representing  a  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  Sanitary  Inspecie. 
I  feel  that  this  is  inadequate  but,  more  efficient  inspection  cannot  be 
achieved  by  the  Inspector  without  assistance.  Proper  inspection  of  these 
premises  takes  up  considerable  time  and  unless  it  is  thorough  little  has 
been  accomplished. 


SECTION  D.-  HOUSING; 


As  a  reslut  of  the  War,  progress  in  Housing  was  brought 
to  a  standstill  so  far  as  the  provision  of  new  dwellings  was  concerned.  The 
Department  continued  to  secure  the  good  maintenance  of  houses,  ten  inspections 
being  made  for  this  purpose  and  several  repairs  were  secured  details  of  whicn 
are  given  in  the  statement  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SECTION  E.-  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD: 

Supervision  of  food  supplies  continued  throughout  th 
year.  Two  samples  of  milk,  and  one  sample  of  meat  paste  were  examined  by 
bacteriological  methods  at  the  County  and  City  Laboratory,  Hereford,  for  LV 
presence  of  pathogenic  organisms.  In  all  cases  the  result  of  the  examinat ;i 
proved  these  foods  to  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

Inspection  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  was  maintained,  37 
inspections  being  made.  Conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  are  fairly 
satisfactory  as  a  result  of  unceasing  effort  by  the.  Sanitary  Inspector,  to 
secure  and  maintain  conditions  and  methods  reasonably  hygienic. 

SECTION  F.-  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE :

On  the  1st.  January,  1940,  there  was  a  total  of  22 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register;  of  these,  1 6  were  pulmonary  and  6  non- 
pUlmonary. 

During  the  year,  17  notifications  were  received,  12 
being  for  pulmonary  qnd  5  for  non-pulmonary  disease.  There  were  15  cases 
(12  pulmonary  and  3  non-pulmonary )  removed  from  the  Register  on  account  of  recovery, 
death  or  change  of  residence,  leaving  a  total  of  24  cases  (17  pulmonary  and  7 
non-pulmonary)  on  the  Register  on  the  31st.  December,  1940.
